COAL MEN DEFY 
A-PEDERAL LAW. 


Anthracite Officials Refuse to 
Give Detailed Information 
of Operations to the 
Census Bureau. 


Roosevelt Will Decide Whether 


to Bring Suit—Would Be Test 
of New “Trust Smash- 
ing” Bureau. 


— 


Washington,. D. C., Sept. 4.—[Special.]— 
Because President Baer and the other offi- 
elals of the anthracite coa! mining companies 
and the associated railroads have defied the 
government officials in refusing to give in- 
formation concerning their operation, in 
violation of the census law, they are in dan- 
ger of being prosecuted. 

This information, which was formally de- 
manded of the coal men nine months ago by 


ment, is regarded ag being of the greatest 
importance. All efforts to sécure the facts 
and figures have been unsuccessful, and the 
census Officials are seriously considering the 
commencing of a suit. Wher President 
Roosevelt returns to Washington the ques- 
tion will be submitted to him, and it is be- 
lived he will prompt prosecution. The 
penalty is a fine of $10,000 and imprisonment 
for one year. 
Have Practically Refused. 
‘Schedules calling for this information were 
sent last January to officials of the Pennsyl- 
vania, Reading, and Lehigh Valley railroads, 
but the officials practically, have refused to 
furnish it. As a consequence the census 
office and the geological survey have been 
unable to complete some reports. Ifa prose- 
cution is decided upon there will be a royal 
legal battle, as President Baer and his col- 
leagués will employ the best legal talent

Legality of Act Questioned. 
The legality of this feature of the law au- 


been questioned more than once since its 
passage, but only in an informal way, and the 
institution of steps to compel the delivery of 
the information desired by the government 
will be the first real test of the measure. De- 
tailed information concerning the operations 
of the bituminous and anthracite coal com- 
panies was called for by the special agents of 
the census office. It was expected the sched- 
ules would be returned in the course of a 
month or so. This was true with the sched- 
ules of the bituminous mines, but in the nine 
months that have elapsed since the sched- 
ules’ were delivered nothing has been heard 
from the anthracite coal companies. It is 
stated by government officials in a position to 
know that the information desired by the 
census bureau and geological survey is being 
held back intentionally by the anthracite 
companies. 
Call for Important Details. 
The schedules call forgdetailed information 


panies, the cost of production of coal per ton, 
the freight charges ef the several affiliated 
roads, the pay of miners in the anthracite 
fields, their number and average daily wage, 
the gross and net earnings and profits of the 
companies, and, in fact, all the information 
in the possession of the compaies which the 
government wishes to know. As the newly 
created department of commerce and labor, 
with its bureau of corporations, which the 
Officials say is looked upon with suspicion 
and disfavor by organized capital throughout 
the country, would have access to all the re- 


forward the desired information. 
Take Advantage of Technicality, 


The presidents of the coal companies are 
taking advantage of a technical error inan 
amendment adopted in 1902. The original 
law provided that the census reports on min- 
ing must be completed and published by 
July 1, 1908. It was impossible to gat#fr, as- 
semble, and publish the data within the time 
limit, and another amendment was adopted 
extending the period one year, or until July 
1 next year. The amendment extending the 
time one year provides for the obtaining of 
the information, but no reference is made to 
publishing it. The coal presidents are taking 
advantage of this error,“ holding that the 
time limit in the original law, which provides 
for obtaining and publishing, applies to them, 
and, as July 1, 1008, has passed, they are fot 

required to furnish the information, 

* | Final Effort Made. : 
Recently it was decided to make a final 
effort to induce the coal companies to furnish 
the information. President Baer of the 
Reading company, on his return from Europe 
3 few days ago, was told by an agent of the 
census office that the information requested 
last January was desired at once, and it was 
impressed upon him that uniess the coal 
companies responded at once the government 
would take steps through the proper chan- 
nels to force the companies to comply with 
the terms of the law. So far Mr. Baer and 
his associates have not résponded to this 
peremptory demand, and if the information 
is not forthcoming. soon the whole question 
will be laid before President Roosevelt and 
permission will be asked to proceed through 
the bureau of corporations of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor and through 
the department of justice against the an- 
thracite coal companies.

order Declared by Official as Intended 
to Guard Trusted Workers. 


New York, Sept. 4—{Special.J—The Erie 
railroad today issued an order calling for 
the resignations within thirty days of all 
members of the clerical staffs of its various 
departments who have reached the age of 
85 years and been in the company’s employ 
since May 1, 1901. | 

Granville A. Richardson, setretary of the 
road, said the order affected only a few men. 
‘It had been made necessary, Mr. Richard- 


of the company which in the last two years 
has permitted the employment of certain 
clerks well along in life who should neve 
have been engaged, and whose places should 
have been given to young men trained up in 
the company’s employ. 

In a written explanation of the order thia 
formal statement is made: 
_ “The Erie railroad company owes a duty 
to the men who have been in its employ a 
major part of their lives and who, by reason 
of their term of service, have earned to some 
extent the right of employment. It is con- 
stantly making provision for men who have 
grown od in the service. and it is a mani- 
fest.injustice to all of thepe men to have men 
who have seen their best days enter the em- 
Ploy of the company. To protect the old 
employés. this order was issued. : 

At i fair to assume that a man who has 
worked in some other business the better 
part of his life and has reached the age of 
35, is too well grounded in it to be of special 
value to thé railroad company. The aim is 
to employ young men who wish to make 
railroading their business and from the ma- 
terial so employed to promote men as their 
education and ability permit.“ 8 


ASKS COMMON SENSE CHAIR 


Bishop Isaac Joyce Says Young Men 
: Lose Their Best Traits by Too Much 


South Bend, Ind., Sept. 4.—[Special.}— 
Bishop Isaac Joyce, who is presiding over the 
northwest Indiana conference, now in session 
here, wants to found a chair of common 
sense in theological schools. In reference to 
his wishes the bishop said: | 

It is a fact that God calls poor boys to 
the ministry and they are forced to go 
through many sacrifices before they are 
fully equipped for the work of the ministry. 
The pioneers of Methodism had no theolog- 
ical training, or at least the training of theo- 
logical schools. Therefore their preaching 
was genuine and right from the heart. 

“I do not wish to be put down as against 
the theological school, but I wish those 
schools would introduce a new chair and call 


in the training of young men for the min- 
istry. Some of them actually lose their best 
traits by too much Book learnings The 
preacher should be skillful in himself and the 
schoo] should help his skill. 

“The path for preachers is laid out by the 
seriptaures and he should get his inspiration 
there. Holiness should be preached, not the 
sour, cranky kind that only makes men feel 
bad aud bitter, but that which is cheerful! 
and gracious. I would like to see young men 
who were strong within theniselves. who had 
the right kind of judgment, who would study 
human nature as well as the scriptures, and 
know the people with whom they had to come

EXPRESS TIEUP NEAR. 


Strike to Be Called Against the 
Dnited States Company. 


PEACE OVERTURES REFUSED 


Employers Decline to Meet Men and 
Hard Struggle Is Due. 


Rallway express service throughout the 
country is threatened with a strike which 
will seriously cripple it and cause a heavy 
loss to busfness interests, unless the com- 


employés regarding an increase in wages and 
a revision of working rules. 

Strike talk has been rife among the men 
for a month. The fight promises to open 
next week. It will be centered on the United 
States Express company, for 99 per cent of its 
employés are members of labor organiza- 


Without Hope of Peace. , 
A committee of the union, gathered from 
employés of the United Stktes company, 
visited General Agent A. Wygant early last 
week and asked him to treat with them. 
He refused and the officers of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor asked for a conference 
last Wednesday. As no response has been 


averting trouble. ‘ 

The union will have a strike meeting to- 
morrow afternoon. The officers will attempt 
to avert the trouble, but they do not expect 
to succeed. If a vote favoring a walkout is 


taken preparations will be made for a general 


fight. This will open on the United States 
company and then spread to the othersin all 
cities where employés are organized. The 
Brotherhood of Railway Expressmen, with 
60,000 members, will have charge of the 
movement. 

The discontented employés are all skilled 
men. They include checkers, clerks, messen- 
gers, freight sorters, sheet writers, waybill 
clerks, callers, car stowers, and collectors. 
Their pay is not uniform, and they say their 


schedule of hours is badly arranged, 
Want 15 Per Cent More Pay. 

In their original demands, filed July 15, 
the men asked for a uniform scale of wages, 
a new arrangement of hours, and a gradu- 
ated increase in pay. They sought 15 per 
cent more pay and a nine hour day. 

Our demands are as fair as possible,“ 
said President F. E. Modie, who arrived from 
Texas yesterday to watch over the move- 
ment. ‘ We are surprised at the companies 
for not considering them. In many cases

Medicine Men Prey on Bereaved 


PACKAGES ARE SENT · C O. D. 


Cash Will Be Restored.

By the discovery of a large number of ex- 
press packages directed to Chicago men who 
have died within the last four days officials 
of the United States Express company yes- 
terday morning an alleged swindle which had 
for its victims the relatives of the dead. 

Fifty packages were received yesterday 
morning with C. O. D.“ charges of $6.40 
on each. They were from room 330 Mercan- 
tile building, Aurora, III., and on each parcel 
was the name of a Chicago man whose name 
has appeared in the death records this week. | 

Inside the wrapper was a small bottle, con- 
taining a colorless fluid, marked: 

“ Prescription 16,747, Dr. Weyler. Ino Drug 
company of Chicago. Take as directed.” 

Inclosed was a circular telling of the al- 
leged virtues of the medicine and giving di- 
rections for its use. 


'* Bereaved Ones Pay Cash. 


: When the drivers appeared at the addresses 
with the packages they invariably were told 
that the persons to whom the parcels were 


a collection of $5 for the medicine and ex- 
press charges of 40 cents made some hesi- 
tate about accepting the packages, but when 
shown a bill from the Ino Drug company 
stating per your order,” the packages gen- 
erally were accepted as having been ordered 
by the persons who died. 

„Fifty small packages. C. O. D.“ and all 
tor dead men?“ questioned E. B. Eddy. spe- 
cial agent for the express company, when 
the affair was reported to him. Then he 
sent for the driver and some of the parcels 
that had not been delivered. 

Of the packages received yesterday thirty 
were delivered before Mr. Eddy was told of 
the shipment. As soon as he made an in- 
vestigation he ordered that no money be paid 
to “room 336 at Aurora, and he also re- 
ported the game to the police of Aurora 


and Chicago. 
May Be Widespread Swindle. 

“There is no telling at present how many 
such have been sent out by our 
company,” said Mr. Eddy, It may be a 
swindle that is being worked all over the 
country.

| cers of the army, inc.uding forty-seven of 


the Nish garrison, have been arrested as the 
result of a plot among them to kill all the 
conspirators involved in the assassination 
of King Alexander and Queen Draga on 
Jan. 10. 

The intention was to avenge the palace 
assassinations by a wholesale murder of all 
those who took part, The plot originated in 
the Nish garrison, and many officers in other 
parts of the country promised their support. 


All Conspirators Are Arrested. 

It was intended to act at an early date, but 
the news got out and all the conspirators 
were arrested last night. 

The original plan of those now under ar- 
rest was to demand the prompt trial by court 
martial of all those who took part in the 
killing of Alexander and Draga and to re- 
sign their commissions if this was not grant- 
ed. A proclamation to this effect was 
printed and posted throughout Servia.. The 
posting of the proclamation led to the arrest 
of the officers. 

In the proclamation Col. Popovitch and 
other officers of King Peter's suite especially 
were denounced. 

Minister May Resign Office. 

It is stated that M. Nalgevitch, minister 
cf foreign affairs, opposed the action of the 
government in ordering the arrest of the 
officers and will resign from the cabinet. 
There is much excitement over the situa- 
tion and the question of King Peter's posi- 
tion is being discussed seriously. It is not 
known what proportion of the Servian army 
will support the officers arrested. 


Seven Hundred in the Plot. 
VIENNA. Sept. 4.—It is stated here that 
700 Servian officers were concerned in the 
plot against the army conspirators who were 
responsible for the coup d'état at Belgrade 
of June 10 last. The leaders were Capts. 
Pesits and Zolowits.

O long as Mr. William Michas Ros- 
a setti lives we are likely to have books 

about his diginguished brother, Dante 

Gabriel Rossetti, not only because the 

former is an admirer of his brother's 
work but because he is a mouser among 
books and manuscripts and would rather 
discover and edit other people's manuscripts 
than write manuscripts of his, own. I have 
never heard Mr. Rossetti say this, but I am 
inclined to think so, judging by the titles of 
the books against his name. 

Messrs. Scribner have just imported the 
latest Rossetti volume, compiled by Mr. 
William Michael Rossetti, which is a con- 
tinuation ot the latter’s two previous vol- 
umes, “ RUSKIN, ROSSETTI, AND PRE- 
RAPHABLITISM and PRE-RAPHAEL- 


carried the story of Rossetti, Ruskin, and 
the Pre-Raphaelite circle to the death of 
Rossetti’s wife. The present volume begins 
at that lady’s death and brings us to the 
publication of Rossetti’s first volume of 
poems, in 1870. It is an interesting, if at

Perhaps the most interesting thing in the 
book is the series of letters from Ruskin to 
D. G. Rossetti on the subject of their strained 
relations. It is well known that Ruskin and 
Rossetti were close friends at one time, but 
the latter got an idea that Ruskin had dis- 
posed of a number of his (the poet-painter’s) 
pictures which were intended for the critic’s 
personal. use only. Ruskin does not seem 
to have taken the matter seriously to heart 
at first, for he writes in 18665: Re ay 

My Dear Rossetti: What a goose you 
are to go about listening to people's gossip 
about me! I have never parted with any of 
‘your drawings but the Francesca. I leave 
the Golden Water and Passover at a girls’ 
school, because I;go there often, and enjoy, 
them more than if they were hanging up 
héere—because here I dwell on their faults 
of perspective and such like. Am Iso mean 
in money matters that I should sel) Lizzie? 
You ought to have painted her better and 
known me better, I'll give you her back any 
day that you're a good boy, but it will bea 
long while before that comes to pass. 

Nou scratched the eyes out of my Launce- 
lot, and I gave that to Butterworth—that 
was not my fault. If you could do my 
Dante’s Boat for me instead of money I 
should like it—but I don’t believe you can.

- "This letter marks the commencement of 
what Mr. W. M. Rossetti calls the “* unfor- 
tunate estrangement "* between Ruskin and 
Rossetti. From this time forward they 
avoided. each other, though Ruskin had in- 
vited his friend to visit him at Denmark Hill, 
an invitation that the latter declined, 
Ruskin seems to have had a forgiving na- 
ture, for he tried hard to get Rossetti to 
come and see him; and agreed to have no

i Nr. Paxson’s Study of Its Recognition. — 


Fa revolution in the northern part of 
the republic of Colombia should result 
in the establishment of a republic of 
Panama, at just what moment would 
precedent warrant the recognition of such 
a republic? The answer to this or a sim- 


flar question may be deduced from the facts 


presented by Mr. Frederic L. Paxson in 
“ THE INDEPENDENCE OF THE SOUTH 
AMERICAN REPUBLICS” (Philadelphia: 
Ferris & Leach). + 3 

This timely publication bears the sub- 
title, “ A Study in Recognition and Foreign 
Policy.” The first part of it is devoted to 
a narration of the political and military 


events which led to the actual independence 


of the Spanish colonies. The rest of the 
yolume gives the history of the discussion 
in the United States and in England of the 
propriety or desirability of recognizing that 
independence. The most important state- 
mient of this question is given in the words 
of Sir James Mackintosh in the house of 
commons, June 15, 1824. Recognition 
is a term whieh is used in two senses so 
different from each other as to have noth- 
ing important in common. The first’. .. 
is that in which it denotes the explicit ac- 
knowledgment of the independence of a 
country by a state which formerly exercised 
sovereignty over it. Such -recogni- 
tions are renunclations of sovereignty. They 


are a surrender of the power or of the claim 


to govern. ... 

But we, who are as foreign to the Span- 
ish states in America as we are to Spain, 
who never had any more authority over them 
than over her, have in this case no claims 
to renounce, no power to abdicate, no sov- 


ereignty to resign, no legal rights to confer.. 


They are as independent without our ac- 
knowledgment of their independence as with 
[t. Our recognition ts virtual. We 
are called upon to treat them as independent. 
It implies no guarantee, no alliance, 
no ald, no approbation of the successful re- 
volt. The principle which requires 
such an intercourse is the same whether the 
governments be old or new ... ‘will 
not be as a concession to them, but our 
own sake.” 
Strangely enough, the struggle wich end- 
ed in the independence of the Spanish col- 
onies in South America began. with a pa- 
triotic uprising in favor of the king of Spain. 


Napoleon had conquered Spain. The king 


had been forced to abdicate, and Spain and 
all her pn doe beyond seas had passed 
into the pessession of France, or rather of 
Joseph Bonaparte. Under similar circum- 
stances the king of Portugal had passed 
over to the Portuguese possessions in South 


America and established the empire of. 


Brasil. The king of Spain would have been 
glad to do the same, but was forcibly de- 
tained.. In South America the Spaniards 
rose against the French viceroys, and’thus 
began the movement which, as time went 
on, became transformed into a struggle for 
independenee. Miranda, San Martin, Bon- 
var were the chief leaders, Colombia be- 
came actually free from Spanish rule in 
1821. On June 19, 1822, John Quincy Adams 
presented Mr. Manual Torres to the presi- 
dent as chargé d’affaires from the republic 
of Colombia. This was the first formal act 
of recognition of an independent South 
American government. It was nearly a year 
before Great Britain established. diplomatic 
relations with Colombia. Recognition of the 
other states soon followed. 

Mr. Paxson has made the intricate history 
of this period as clear as possible, and the

The “ MEMOIRS OF GEORGE ELERS,” 
edited by Lord Monson and George Leveson 
Gower (D. Appleton & Co.), are believed by 
the editors to present a truthful and inter- 
esting picture of life in society and in the 
British] army at the end of the eighteenth 
and at the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
turies,“ This belief is well grounded, al- 
though the memoirs have no great import- 
ance. Mr. Elers was born in 1777, served in 
the Twelfth regiment of foot from 1796 to 
1812 as ensign, lieutenant and captain, and 
died in 1842.’ In old age he wrote these me- 
moirs for the amusement of a favorite 
nephew, and at that time they received the 
commendation of his 
Maria Edgeworth. They have probably 
gained in interest by lying unpublished for 
Sixty years. 3 

During the years that Capt. Blers spent in 
the service in India he took part in several 
battles and witnessed from the shore a fight 
between two French men of war and an 
English frigate. He describes the looting 
of Seringapatam, incidents of garrison and 
camp life; hunting with Cheetahs, the burn- 
ing of a Hindoo widow, duels, and many 
other interesting things. Among other offi- 
cers with whom he is thrown in contact are 
Col. Wellesley, afterward the duke of Wel- 
lington, and Col. Aston. The latter was fa- 
mous for his wardrobe and brought 50 to 
100 pairs of boots with him from England. 
“I remember,” says Capt. Elers, on the 
passage out I had a painful boil on my arm: 
the scar I have to this day. He lent mea 
loose jacket to wear. I said I was afraid I 


should deprive him of it, as there were no 


laundresses on board ship. He said, ‘ Never 
mind; I have 200 more.’ His tailors made for 
me when I returned home, and they assured 
me they used to take him home thirty coats 
at.a time. And if they did not fit exactly he 
used to kick them out of the room.” 

This Col. Aston was a famous duelist, and 


. was finally killed in a duel which Capt. Elers 


describes graphically. Another of the offi- 


_ cers whom Capt. Elers greatly admired was 


Gen. Sir Thomas Picton, who was killed at 
Waterloo. I met poor Picton one day in 
Pall Mall. ‘ What's the news, Sir Thomas?’ 

I have just now heard,’ said he, that 
Bonaparte has escaped from Elba and tis 
now in France.’ 
and incredulity. * Well, said he, you have 
it as I have had it, and that is all I know 
about it.’ 
heard from his lips, and the last time I ever 
saw him alive. The next time I saw him 
was in the front parlor of his lodgings in 
Edward street, Portman square, lying dead 
in his coffin, his sword scabbard bruised with 
shot, his boots uncleaned and stained with 
the yellow mud of Waterloo, and his accou- 
trements lying about in confusion. . . He 
was buried in St. George's chapel, Uxbridge 
road, in a vault under the chapel. Old Sir 
Ewen put his hand on the coffin in the vault, 
the tears rolling down his cheeks: God 
bleas thee, Tom Picton!

[teresting if true.“ As a matter of fact not 
one of the reports is true, each one appar- 
ently having been put out b¥ the speculative 
pool in the stock, which is endeayoring to 
make the market turn.“ The reports were 
that either the Pennsylvania, St. Paul, or 
Rock Island is buying control of the Atchi, 
son. The only banking house conspicuously 
identified with Pennsylvania again today 
gave an emphatic denial to the report. Of 
the St. Paul rumor a St. Paul director said: 
It is absurd to suppose there is any truth 
in the report. We don't want the Atchison 
and are not in any way concerned in the 
purchase of the stock.“ As for the Rock 
Island report, it can only be said that the 
opinion is that the Rock Island at present 
has all it can take care of with its present 
systems. The only basis for the Rock Island 
story is that in the pool now operating in 
the stock is one of the so-called Rock Is- 
land party, together with some of his west- 
ern friends, inchiding, so it is said, John W. 
Gates. As for the story that the Hamburg- 
American company is buying the stock 
through a leading international banking 
house in order to make an all-round-the- 
world line,“ a member of the house in ques- 
tion said the story is too ridiculous to war- 
attention.
